The other method of remov- 
ing the astringency is to pack the fruit in sake. The 
fruit is packed air tight in an empty sake tub from 
which sake liquor (rice liquor) has been recently 
removed. The fruit is allowed to remain from 15-21 
days. Where sake is not obtainable alcohol of 302% 
mixed with aromatic spices might succeed, by 
moistening all the inside of an empty wine or beer- 
tub with it. 

The saccharification of tannic acid and organic 
matters seems due to fermentation. One can also 
obtain tannic acid from the fruit. Crude tannic acid 
obtained from unripe fruits is used for varnish.
